With  much  pleasure  I  present  to  you  my  Annua 
Catalogue  of  Choice  Dahlias.  The  season  of  1928 
was  somewhat  of  a  disappointment  in  the  early 
part  of  the  blooming  period.  On  account  of  the  in¬ 
cessant  rainfall  during  the  summer  months  the  bush 
growth  developed  enormously,  with  a  consequent 
diminution  of  bloom  in  September.  This  was  large¬ 
ly  remedied  in  October  by  a  long  period  of  favorable 
weather,  and  the  fortunate  owners  of  gardens  that 
escaped  the  early  frosts  were  rewarded  by  a  wealth 
of  magnificent  flowers. 

My  novelties  of  1928  were  of  unusual  merit, 
and  attracted  universal  admiration,  as  they  were 
not  troubled  by  frost  until  the  end  of  October. 
They  were  carefully  selected  from  a  list  of  the  best 
and  latest  American  introductions,  and  also  included 
several  very  remarkable  creations  from  England 
and  Holland.  I  expect  to  add  to  these  importations 
in  1929,  and  all  dahlia  lovers  are  invited  to  come  and 
see  them  in  bloom.
